The  Pacifica  National  Board  will  be  meeting 
from  September  1 1  through  13.  As  with  aU  fall 
meetings,  unit  budgets  for  all  five  Pacifica  sta- 
tions and  the  Pacifica  national  services  will  be 
ratified.  To  that  end,  we  here  at  KPFK  are 
crunching  figures  with  much  regularity,  on  what 
appears  to  be  a  significantly  enlarged  budget 
from  fiscal  year  '87.  As  of  this  writing  we  have 
not  yet  completed  our  budget  for  fiscal  '88,  but  I 
can  tell  you  that  we  have  already  passed  our 
projections  in  revenue  from  listener  support  for 
the  past  year.  This  is  due  in  part  to  the  tremen- 
dous support  you  have  given  us  during  the  FCC 
crisis,  the  great  response  to  our  Contragate  cov- 
erage, and  to  some  very  hard  working  people 
around  the  station  who  are  dedicated  to  making 
KPFK  the  best  that  it  can  be.  We  hope  to  continue 
to  improve  the  services  to  our  subscribers  in  the 
coming  year,  to  provide  you  with  the  same  sup- 
port you  have  given  us.  Further  budgetary  infor- 
mation will  be  provided  in  October's  Folio. 


We  have  received  a  training  grant  from  the 
Corporation  for  Public  Broadcasting,  and  will 
commence  a  series  of  1 1  intensive  workshops 
covering  a  wide  variety  of  basic  to  advanced 
skills  development.  A  well  known  group  of 
producers,  engineers  and  journalists  will  be  the 
workshop  leaders  for  the  individual  sessions. 
We  are  attempting  to  attract  more  third  world  and 
women  producers  to  our  programming  staff  and 
to  enhance  the  skills  of  our  in-house  staff.  For 
more  information  on  these  sessions  you  can 
contact  KPFK. 


Over  the  past  few  months  a  comprehensive 
document  covering  KPFKpolicies,  as  well  as  the 
rights  and  responsibilities  of  volunteers,  pro- 
grammers, and  board  operators,  has  been  devel- 
oped by  the  Programming  Task  Force.  The 
group  consists  of  Paul  Lion,  Hector  Resendez, 
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Rose  Haig,  and  John  Johnson,  working  in  consul- 
tation with  Nan  Rubin.  They  have  compiled 
some  much  needed  and  very  important  docu- 
mentation. We  commend  them  on  their  fine 
work,  as  well  as  the  perseverance  and  discipline 
it  look  to  weather  some  of  the  trying  moments  in 
seeing  this  process  to  its  conclusion.  Parts  of  the 
document  are  still  under  construction,  but  a 
major  portion  of  the  work  will  be  presented  to  the 
entire  station  at  an  upcoming  meeting. 

Two  final  notes.  KPFA  in  Berkeley  has  a  new 
general  manager,  as  Pat  Scott  replaces  David 
Salniker  in  that  position.  Pat  has  been  a  member 
of  the  KPFA  Local  Board,  and  also  had  served  in 
the  office  of  Berkeley  Mayor  Gus  Newport  for 
several  years.  She  brings  a  strong  personnel 
background  to  her  new  job,  as  well  as  a  degree  in 
film  from  UCLA  and  several  years  in  broadcast- 
ing in  the  Southern  California  area.  We  wish  her 
the  best  ofluck  in  hcrnew  role.  David  Salniker 
of  course  has  taken  the  job  as  Executive  Director 
of  the  Pacifica  Foundation.  They  both  will  be 
working  out  of  the  KPFA  office  in  Berkeley. 
Lastly  KPFK  has  a  new  Production  Director, 
Maricel  Pagulayan.  Mariccl  has  past  Pacifica 
background  at  KPFA  in  Berkeley  where  she 
worked  in  the  I'r<xluclion  DcparUnenl.  In  1985 
she  received  the  first  place  award  from  the  Cor- 
poration for  Public  Broadcasting  for  News  and 
Public  Affairs.  Maricel  will  join  the  staff  on 
September  1. 
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The  Senate  Judiciary  Commiltee  is  preparing  to  hold  hearings  on  the  nomination  of  Robert  Bork 
to  the  Supreme  Court.  Bork's  acceptance  or  rejection  by  the  Senate  will  have  a  profound  impact 
on  civil  rights,  affirmative  action,  reproductive  freedom  and  many  other  issues.  As  we  did  with 
the  Iran/Contra  Hearings,  Pacifica  Radio  will  be  broadcasting  the  complete  hearings,  as  well  as 
the  kind  of  in-depth  analysis  only  listener-sponsored  radio  can  provide.  The  exact  dates  of  the 
hearings  have  not  been  set  at  the  time  of  this  writing,  but  they  are  expected  to  begin  in  mid- 
September.  Regular  programming  will  be  pre-empted. 

The  Bill  of  Rights  Radio  Education  Project  will  be  featured  on  Fridays,  3:30-4:00  PM 
throughout  September,  October  and  November.  This  special  Bicentennial  Edition  of  the  Project 
lakes  the  occasion  of  the  200th  anniversary  of  the  US  Constitution  to  examine  some  of  the  most 
controversial  legal  issues  of  our  times.  The  producers  of  this  documentary  have  informed  us  that 
this  is  especially  important  at  this  time,  as  a  recent  Gallop  Poll  showed  that  most  US  citizens 
who  were  surveyed  have  no  idea  what  the  Bill  of  Rights  actually  says.  Without  a  clear 
understanding  of  the  significance  of  the  Bill  of  Rights  on  our  daily  lives,  we  are  not  in  a  position 
to  defend  those  rights  against  the  forces  which  threaten  them. 

Straight,  No  Chaser  becomes  our  Noon  Concert  offering  on  Thursdays,  noon-2  PM.  Jay 
Green  will  initiate  his  new  lime  slot  with  a  tribute  to  Coleman  Hawkins. 

Peter  Bergman  and  Paul  Krassncr  (fonnerly  known  by  their  code  names  Commandanie 
Baldy  and  TTiunderheart,  the  Contra  Clowns)  will  be  your  drive-time  companions  every 
Wednesday  as  a  part  of  Morning  Magazine  (7:30-8:30  AM)  beginning  this  month.  Don't  miss 
this  hour  of  outrage — who  knows  what  these  boys  will  say  next?! 

The  Los  Angeles  Fringe  Festival  promises  to  raise  cultural  eyebrows  all  over  town  this 
month,  and  KPFK  will  be  on  hand  for  several  of  the  activities.  Note  especially  the  live  broadcast 
of  Mike  Model's  Hour  25  from  E2TV  Video  Gallery  on  September  18. 

When  members  of  the  Bengali  community  invited  KPFK  to  participate  in  their  celebration  of 
Durga  Ihija  with  a  broadcast  of  Mahalaya  on  September  26,  we  were  thrilled  to  accept.  Thanks 
to  Basu  Ghosh  and  the  Bengali  Association  for  giving  all  of  us  in  southern  California  the 
opportunity  to  share  in  this  part  of  India's  heritage. 

Nation  of  Islam  leader  Louis  Farakhan's  proposed  return  to  Los  Angeles  has  sparked  heated 
debate  throughout  the  city  of  the  angels.  His  appearance  at  the  L.A.  Convention  Center  has  (as 
of  the  time  of  this  writing)  been  rescheduled  for  September  28,  and  KPFK  plans  to  broadcast  the 
speech  live.  Our  coverage  will  include  a  panel  of  community  leaders  who  will  comment  before 
and  after  the  address. 


Coleman  Hawkins  was  bom  in  Sl 
Joseph  Missouri  in  1904.  He  is  considered  "the 
father  of  the  tenor  saxaphone."  To  be  sure,  there 
were  some  tenor  players  before  him,  but  the 
instrument  was  not  an  acknowledged  jazz  hom. 
Throughout  September  and  October,  Straight, 
no  chaser  will  trace  this  great  man's  career  from 
his  first  gig,  at  age  16  with  Mamie  Smith  in 
New  York,  to  his  death  at  the  age  of  65  in 
1969.  Along  with  a  rare  interview  with 
Coleman  Hawkins,  there  will  be  interviews 
with  many  musicians  and  producers  who 
worked  with  him,  and  of  course.  Hawk's  music. 
Jay  Green  is  your  host,  Thursdays  from  noon 
till  2:00.
